Chinese membors of the community 
clearly reeugnise the advantage of work- 
ing under the Hongkong Ordinances, for 
52-Chincse companies have been register- 
ed since 1907, to the end of September, 
Tl, ‘ 

As the law is at present, and as it 
“promises to be under’ the New Companies’ 
Ordinanee nuw before the Legislative 
Council, British and Foreign merchants 
have no real protection when dealing with 
a Company whose dircetors and members 
may be here to-duy and in the interior 
to-morrow. x 

To reasonably protect commerce, my 
Committee suggest as essential the folluw- 
ing additions to the New Companies 
Ordinance. : 

1.—(«). The books and acevunts of oll 
Companics registered. under the 
Hiosshong Ordinance must be 
kept in English. 

(b).—The auditors of Chinese Cem- 
panies must be responsible persone 
approved by the Registrar of Com- 
panics, A 

Obs, (a). —This is surely a very reagon- 
able requirement from a concern which 
becomes ‘ British"’ immediately upon 
registration. There seems,.ne hardship” 
frum the point of view. of expense, for 
Chinese clerks with o sufficient knowledge 
of English for book-keeping purposes arc 
plentiful and increasing. : 

Obese, (b).—Under the new proposed 
Companics’ Ordinance, every Limited 
Company. must file an annua) summary 
of its assets and liabilities with the | 
Registrar of Companies, but unless the 
accounts are audited. by responsible 
persons this stmmary will be a mere 
farce, ‘and should the Court or other 
proper authority consider an investiga- 
tion by a cumpetent person desirable, it 
would) be a most’ costly affair, as ao 
certified translation of every book would 
have to be made before investigation. 

2.—-In addition to the requirements of 
Clause 66, it is desirable that every Cum- 
pany formed for the purpose of taking 
over a business ns a going concern 
should file, asa part of their ‘ Statutory 
Report," ‘a statement.of the asscts and 
liabilities acquired and 

(1.)—What parts of such assets ‘have 
been realised from date of incor- 
poration to- date of Statutory 
Report. - 

(g.)—What’ parts of such - liabilities 
have been discharged from date of 
incorporation tu date of Statutory 
Report.: ot : 

Ohs,—Lf the Jaw could be made -tovre- 
quire the appointment of auditors (pro. 
tem, by the. directors) before the first 
annual meeting, it would be very desir-, 
able, for in that case the above statement 


‘would be audited ag would the whole 


Statutory Report. ‘ : 
The effect of such legislation would be 


‘}to discourage bogus fletations, but not to 


hinder ‘bond fide ones. 

(3.)--The capital of Chinese Companies 
should be paid up, as regards the capital 
issued. 

Obs.—There does not seem to be any 
particular’ hardship in’ this. If a 
Chinese Company with a nominal capital 
of $100,000 requires only $50,000 it can 
sell and issue half its shares instead of 
issuing the whole half paid up. ° 

It seems very necessary: that some law 
of this kind, or some form of security as 
regards un-called capital, should obtain. 

‘At-the moment, Chinese use this appar- 
ent reserve té obtain credit, and it is 
the unfortunate experience’of liquidators 
‘that this reserve is seldom; if-ever, forth- 
coming upon a winding-up, ae 

Tn fact, my Committee understand that 
the impossibility of collecting the un- 
called part of the capital of a Company 
in liquidation is within the experience 
of the Court itself. 


It is so perfectly simple for a-China- |- 


man to disnppear to Canton or further 
afield when required to pay up, and so 
-difficult,_i£-not_impossible,_for_o Euro-

h interest, the reply dated Qtet instant 
wot His Excellency the Governor to the 
anggestions made by them for the amend- 
ment of the New Companies’ Ordina 
and beg to comment thereon a5 follows: — 

1 (e):—The Committce exceedingly re- 
“gret that Hia Excellency ia not prepared 
to entertain their suggestion that the 
books of all Companics registered under 
the Hongkong Ordinanen should be kept 
in Enghsh. They have no desire to 
suggest su arbitrary a Inw as one requir- 
ing the Chinese: companics to change 
their system of accounts, but consider it 
in the best interests of commerce that the 
books should: be kept in English «or 
duplicates kept in that language. Doubt- 
less the suggestion is opposed by the re- 
presentatives of the Chinese community, 
for, na things are “at present, the Com- 
panies Ordinance is almost inoperative 
so far as regards its control of Chinese, 

_ Companies, and indeed canbe, and is, 
made the cloak. to gross negligence, if 
not to fraud. ae : 

It must be borne in mind that share- 
holders seldom, attend genera! meetings 
aa do Europeans; they do not seem to 
understand their right of criticism, and, 
veven if they do, their idea of, “ face 
pidgin’ issu strong that it is very 
doubtful if the actions of. directors are 
ever questioned. ‘The directorate is thus 
practically so antocracy. Tho sugges: 
tions made by the Chamber of Commerce 
are not only for ‘the protection of the 
Chinese shareholders, but for the banks, 
and. merchants dealing with these Com- 
panies. ae . 

It seams to the Committeo most un- 
reasonable that where fraud is suspected, 
wor in the case of investigatién. by a 
liquidator, the books of the Company 
must be translated before they can be 
subjected to un examination. | 

The. minimum of protection to com- 
merce and-of the investing public which, 
in the opinion of this Chamber, .Govern- 
ment should make obligatory: is that the 
‘cash book or « copy thereof and tho 
statutory books would be kept in 
+ English. : ae 

It would then be possible in the event 
of 0 winding-up to trace the receipts and 
expenditure on capital. account and to 
form some estimate of the trading result. 

In this connection, tho enclosed copy 
wot a report addressed by Mr. J. 
Hennessey Seth, liquidator of the Kwong 
On Cotton’ and Yarn Co., Ltd., “to. the 
Chief Justice shows the urgont necessity 
for legislation of the nature set forth in 
the preceding paragraph, 

1 (b).—The Committee did not suggest 
that the auditor of a Chinese Company 
ghould necessarily be a European. They 


‘cannot, however, agree with your state. 
Fnent that there are many -Chinese of 
independent standing who are as com- 
petent to audit Chincee accounts as the 
European: auditors are competent to 
audit English accounts. Doubtless tho 
Chinese bookkeeper possesses equal know- 
ledge of his accounting system, but the 
only person qualified to pass the accounts 
of a Joint Stock Company and to make 
a really intelligent examination of the 

Sompany’s books is an auditor who has 
become competent by, practical experi- 

ance. T.may point out that an expert 
boc! keeper does - not necessarily possess 
the qualifiention required by an auditor 
for the adequate protection of ahare- 
holders. and, the public. The public 

"accounting profession is unknown to the 
Chinese and is, indeed, very ‘mucl 

ir recognised custom of “ sav- 
Tt will therofore be very 
désirablo that the Registrar should 
satisfy himself that the competent 
Chinese to whom. you refer can justify 
their selection. 

The Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
jerce would point ont that in several 
countries in “Europe and elsewhere the 
Yawa oblige -foreign—firms-trading there 
to keep their books in the language of 
the country concerned. ee 

Lf this is considered necessary 1n Europe, 

“how much more so should this be insisted 
upon in a British Colony when dealing 
with firms who keep their, own accounts 
ina language such as Chinese? — 

The Committee very atrongly hold the 
opinion. therefore at the minimum 
which should be accepted where Chinese 
Companics are registering 1n the Colony, 
and are wishing to take advantage of the 
‘Act, should bo that the ‘statutory books

The only other assets besides furviture 
and about $2,000 worth of.book debta 
(of which I have collected $1,521.03) was 
the ‘uncalled share capital, which, accord- 
ing to tho sharo register, amounted to 
$41,000 divided between 26 contributories 
only 9. of which had a registered address 
within the ‘Colony, the ‘balarice of tha 
sharcholders being residents vither-. of 
Canton or Macao. IT have been unable to 
serve any of the contributeries who aro 
registered as residents in- this Colony 
with the. exception of Mr, Pan Chun 
Wan, whose address iy described ax 
“ within the premises of Sam Wang Com- 
pany, Hongkong.” My clerk, un leaving 
the notice calling wpon him to pay the 
uncalled capital, wis informed that te 
now resides in Canton, and, cannot find | 
out whether he has any property in the 
Colony to attach, .The order ta make 
calls, dated the 25th July, 1911, has been 


served on the eontributories, and adver: 4. 


tised in the On Ayar Po newspaper of 
Canton and Wad Tez Yat Po newspaper 
of Hongkong, and the date on which 
the first call of $25 is due fell on’ the 
axth day of August, 1911, and no pay: 
ment has been made to me in’ respect 
of auch enll, and it. appears to me thot 
no ‘payment will be made, as I have 
been unable to find any of the cuntri- 
butories. Only one of the notices sent to 
the Canton and Macao contributories has 
been returned, but I am afraid that if 
{ institute proceedings (with the per- 
mission of the Court here) in any of 
these places the costs will be su heavy 
and the likelihood of receiving money se 
remote that it will mot be worth while 
proceeding againut these people. ; 

T should like to draw your Lordship’s 
attention to the fact’ that out of $41,000 
(heing 850 per share supposed to have 
been: paid on 820 shares issued) only 
$17,200 was actually subscribed, so that 
although the share. register shows that 
820 shares were iasucd as a matter of fuct 
only 344 shares, were actually paid for. 
Had this been .a European, Company one 
could’ easily haye tracod: the 476 shares 
for which no entry appears in the books 
of account, as there would have’ been’ a 
balance sheet prepared showing the asects 
and liabilities uf the Company at the 
date of its incorporation. 

I had tho eash book written up in 
order to sce what cash should be in the 
safp, and found, according to the ‘cash 
hook, that there should have been 
83,478.25, but as a matter of fact there 
was only 855.20 actual cash in hand. 

T have treapassed on your valuable 
time with this ruther Jengthy report as 
I cannot help thinking that this Com- 
pany was formed with only partly paid 
up capital in order to mislead the yarn 
importers, who, when, they saw that there 
was-a further liability of $80 per share, 
naturally thought that’ in. the event of 
prices going against the Company thoy 
would call up their unealled capital an 
thus’ be able to satisfy their creditors. 
This point was to my mind lear de- 
monstrated when an employee, 0 the 
Company was asked how many shares he 
hold, and on his reply that he was holder 
of 10 shares, he’ was ‘askéd what position 
he held in the Company, to. which he 
replicd that: ho was a ricksha coolic.—
